Changes, But (ambridge Forty-erght, 
for many years, was the greateſt Peal 
that was Rang or invented ; but now, 
neither Forty-e:ght, nor a Hundred, ner 
Seven-lmndred and twenty, nor any 
Nutnber can' confine us ; for we can 
Ring Changes, Ad infimtum. Although 
Phuloſophers ſay, Ngo Nomber 5s infi- 
mte, becauſe it cas be numbred; for im- 
finxte 18 a quantity that cannot be taken 
or afſigned, but there is (;nfinitum quoad 
#05) as they term it,that is 47finite in 
reſpect of our apprehenſion ; There- 
fore a Ringers knowledge may ſeem 1m 
finite to dive ſo 1»finitely into ſuch 'ati 
infinite Subje& ; but leaſt may Diſcourſe

ſome 1nſtrument, or Wyer- Bells,to know 
a Third, Fifth, and Eighth, which are 
the principal Concords: Or otherwiſe, 
let him ger a Pipe called a Pitchipe, 
which may be made by any Organ-ma- 
ker, to contain e:ght Notes, or more, 
( according to his pleaſure ) with their 
Flatts and Sharps, which will de very 
uſeful in the Twmng of Bells, And then

Note below the E:ghth, therefore the 
2 muſt be a whole Note below the 
Treble, otherwiſe they would not be a 
true Eighth, therefore the half Note 
is put between 2 and 3. Now he that 
hath theſe Rules,and a good ear to judge 
of the Coxcords, may at any time caſt 
his Verdict (as to Bells, whether theykare 
wellin T»ze or not ) among the chief 
of the Company.

| together in the Six-ſcore; neither ate 
two ſingle changes made next to each:

Every double change is made between 
the four foremoſt bells (:.e.) in treble, 
ſecond, third, and fourth places.

N this Peal of New Doxbles, there 
are Six-ſcore Changes, which are all 
double, except only when the whole 
Hunt leads, and then there is alwayes a 
fangle Change made; it has a whole 
Hunt, a half Hunt, and three Extream 
Bells.

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thirds plac2 (when the wake Hunt 
leaves it hunting down, lies there twice, 
and then moves up behind) and the next 
Bell that comes into that place, lies 
there twice alſo, and then moves down 
before the Bells. But note, that Bell 
Which lies in the thirds place (in the 
Change nzxt before the Extream ) con- 
tinues there, until! the whole Hunt hunts 
up into that place, and thn it moves 
. down ; when the whole Hunt leads the 
Bell in ſeconds place, lies there twice 
together, and then moves down before 
the Bells; and every Belt that comes 
behind, lies there twice, except only in 
the Change next before, and that next 
after the whole Hunt leads ; every ſingle 
Change is made in third and fourths pla- 
ces, except the Extreams, which are al- 
ſo fingle Changes,and made between the 
two hindmoſt Bells, when the half Hunt

Theſe direftions are only for Ringing this 
Peal next following ; but it may be 
Rang many other wayes, by making 
the Extream Changes um other places,

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This Peal may be Rang Six-ſcore ſe- 
veral wayes, With one yhole Hunt,and 
half Hunt, it may be Rang ſix wayes; in 
three of which,the whole Hunt 1s to bz 
hunted upy.and in the other three wayes 
it is to:-be hunted down; which fix wayes 
are to be Rang, by making the Extream 
changes by the ſame rules, and in the 
ſame manner, as in Doubles and Singles 
en five Bells, 0/4 Dosbles, and Para- 
dox, before ſet down ; ſo that with the 
twer ty Hunts, 1t may be Rang twenty 
times fix wayes, which makes Six- 
ſcore. 

This Peal is groundedon theTwenty- 
four Changes, Doubles and Singles on 
four Bells, the half Hunt and three Ex- 
tream Bells makes. the Twenty-ſour 
Changes in perfe& courſe ; and in the 
ſame manner; as I ſhewed you in Para- 
dox, and Old Doubles.

( vt is the beſt and moſt ingenious 


Peal that ever was compoſed , to be

There 
are Sixſcore changes in jt,in pricking of which, 
there is the greateſt variety of any other Peal 
whatſoever'; for it may be prick't or rang ſome 
thouſands of wayes. The common way of 
ringing it, is to make the Bobs and fingle c:an- 
ges when the whole Hunt leads, which courſe

Now the true change 1s made, by 
moving the Bell which lies 1n fourths place 
down nnder- two Bells at once into ' ſeconds 
place, and the two hindmoſt Bells are at the 
fame time to make a change thus, 15 4362, 
At this place jt may be made another way, by 
moving the hindmoſt Bell down under two 
Bells at once into the fourths place , and the 
two Bells in ſecond and thirds places. are at 
the ſame time to make a change thus,13 4652. 
At the laſt Bob-change of each double Bob,it 
may alſo be. made two wayes ; one of which,

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moye the bell which lies in fowrths place up 
over two bells at once into the tenors place, 
and the two bells in ſecond and thirds places to 
make a change as at a bob: for inſtance, at 
the Jaſt bob-change of the firſt double bob im 
the Eighteen-ſcore before ſet down, the figures 
ſtand thus, 143 652. Now the bell in fowths 
place muſt be moyed up bchind,, and the two 
bells in ſecond and thirds paces are to make 
a change, 134526. Lhe ſecond True change in 
every Peal muſt be made juſ! Eighteen-fcore 
changes from the firſt, in making of which,theſe 
Rules are to be obſerved. If the fart true change 
1n any Peal is made at the fir{t bob-change of 
a double bob, then the ſecond true change muſt 
be made at the firſtbob-change of the third 
deuble bob, accounting from tne place where 
the firſt true change is made,but not reckorung 
that for one of the three : or if the firſt true 
change is made at the Jaſt hob-change of a

Crown-itaple 1s cait into the Bell true : Now 
when you have hung the BelLand let the Gud- 
geons in truc by Keys ( for therein conſitts the 
main point of the going of. a Rell} then if 
theClapper hang in the midit between the two 
ſtriking tides, and the Stock ſtand upright, the 
Bell is well hung. | 

If a Bell have a longer ſtroke on- the -one

falſe Eye to the Crown-ſtaple, ard to this falſe 
Eye hang the Clapper , otherwiſe it 'will not 
{trike ſo freely: Now ſmall Bells muſt be trufled 
up ſhort, for elſe the Bell hanging low , and 
fetching a great Compals in the ſwing,and ha- 
ving but little Compaſs in the brim, the Clap- 
per keeps along hy the fide of rhe Bell, and 
gives no blow at all ; but being hung ſhort ,
